Experiment Station Council Established. 


Establishment of the Troupe 


Station. 


Special to G alveston News. 
College Station, Brazos Co., Tex., 
p et,. 8.—The board of trustees at a 
rec* ut meeting established an ex- J 
periment station council of the 
lo!! ming membership: 
Hon. Jef-! 
fersosB Johnson of the board of' 
trustees, the president of the col­ 
lege, the director, chemist and 
veterinarian, of the 
experiment 
station. 
The council will deter­ 
mine the character of all experi­ 
ments to be made, and approve all 
bulletins published. 
It will also 
have control of, and approve all 
expenditures of 
station 
money, 
both state and national, appropri­ 
ated by the board of trustees. 
It 
will also disburse to the heads of 
departments all station money un­ 
appropriated by the board. 
I he 
council organized by electing the 
president of the college as chair­ 
man, and the secretary of the board 
as secretary of the council. A com­ 
mo lee was formed, consisting of 
Director Johnson of the board, the 
director, and the agriculturist of 
the station, to whom was referred 
the experiments to be carried out 
at the Beeville sub-station. 
The 
council has approved the expendi 
lure of $2500 in permanent im­ 
provements at the Beeville station 
this year. 
The establishment of the Troupe 
station has been put in the hands 
of two members of the council and 
th • horticulturist of the station, as 


a committee, and it is expected that 
important 
experiments 
will 
be 
under way there this year; most of 
these experiments 
will relate to 
problems in truck growing. 
A 
superintendent of the Troupe sta­ 
tion has not yet been selected, but 
a choice will be made some time 
soon. 
Plans have been accepted for the 
chem ical and veterinary laboratory 
building, provided for by the last 
legislature. 
It will be a two-story 
brick and provided with the mod­ 
ern conveniences for instruction 
and laboratory work. 
It will add 
greatly to the capacity and useful- j 
ness of these two leading indus­ 
trial departments of the college. 
Important 
improvements 
are' 
under way on the campus and 
grounds. The natatorium has been 
thoroughly repaired and placed in 
good condit'on. 
The residences of 
the “ old brick line” have been re-j 
paired and much improved. Gath- 
right Hall, one of the oldest build­ 
ings on the grounds, is undergoing 
repairs and will 
be made more 
serviceable and durable. 
A new electric light and ice plant 
with the latest improved machinery 
is now in operation in the new 
power house, and the capacity for 
both lights and ice is now suffi­ 
cient to meet the college needs. 
The faculty has been sitting in 
extra session for the review of next 
year’s catalogue. 
It is understood 
that their work is about complete, 
and that there will not be very 
many important changes. 
The 
most important one is raising the 
requirement for entrance to IG 
years of age. 
Important station bulletins will 
soon be issued by the departments 
of chemistry, veterinary science 
and horticulture respectively. 
The professor of civil engineering 
has had his class ut work in mak­ 
ing a survey and plat of the 
grounds with a view of having a 
permanent plan to serve as a guide 
in the improvement and develop­ 
ment of the college site. 
Mr. Gideon, an assistant in the 
mechanical 
engineering 
depart­ 
ment, has recently been elected 
superintendent of manual training 
in the public schools of Columbus, 
Ga., and bas resigned here and left 
for that place. 
Mr. VV. C. Martin, assistant sta- 
j tion chemist, has been granted a 
I year’s leave of absence to study at 
the Boston Institute of Technology. 
His place has been supplied for the 
year by Dr. N. Fraenckel of New 
York City. 
The discipline and military bear­ 
ing of the corps of cadets have been 
greatly improved under the able 
guidance of Captain Avery of the 
United States army.

Experiment Station Council Established. 


Establishment of the Troupe 


Station. 


Special to G alveston News. 
College Station, Brazos Co., Tex., 
Feb. 8 .—Tile hoard of trustees at a 
recant meeting established an ex- 
per anent station council 
of the 
foil »wing membership: 
Hon. Jef- 
it 'on Johnson of the 
board of 
trustees, the president of the col­ 
lege, 
the director, chemist and 
veterinarian, 
of the 
experiment 
station. 
The council will deter­ 
mine the character of all experi­ 
ments to be made, and approve all 
bulletins published, 
It will also 
have control of, and approve all 
expenditures of 
station 
money, 
both state and national, appropri­ 
ated by the board of trustees. 
It 
will also disburse to the heads of 
departments all station money un­ 
appropriated by the board. 
'I he 
council organized by electing the 
president of the college as chair­ 
man, and the secretary of the board 
as secretary of the council. A com­ 
mit tee 
was formed, consisting of 
Director Johnson of the board, the 
director, and the agriculturist oi 
the station, to whom was referred 
the experiments to ho carried out 
at the Beeville substation. 
The 
council has approved the expendi 
lure of 12500 in 
permanent 
im­ 
provements at the Beeville station 
this year. 
Tile establishment of the Troupe 
station has been put in the hands 
of two members of the council and 
th** horticulturist of the station, as 


a committee, and it is expected that 
important 
experiments 
will 
be 
under way there this year; most of 
these experiments 
will relate to 
problems in truck 
growing. 
A 
superintendent of the Troupe eta* 
tion has not yet been selected, but 
a choice will be made some time 
soon. 
Plans have been accepted for the 
chemical and veterinary laboratory 
building, provided for by the last 
legislature. 
It will he a two-story 
brick and provided with the m od­ 
ern 
conveniences for 
instruction 
and laboratory work. 
It will add 
greatly to the capacity and useful­ 
ness of these two leading indus­ 
trial departments of the college. 
Important 
improvements 
are 
under 
way 
on 
the campus and 
grounds. The natatorium has been 
thoroughly repaired and placed in 
good condition. 
The residences of 
the “ old brick line” have been re­ 
paired and much improved. Gath- 
right Hall, one of the oldest build­ 
ings on the grounds, is undergoing 
repairs and will 
be made more 
serviceable and durable. 
A new electric light and ice plant 
with the latest improved machinery 
is now in operation 
in 
the 
new 
power house, and the capacity for 
both lights and ice is now sufli- 
cient to meet the college needs. 
The faculty has been sitting in 
extra session for the review of next 
year’s catalogue. 
It is understood 
that their work is about complete, 
and that there will not be very 
many important changes. 
The 
most important one is raising the 
requirement for 
entrance to IG 
years of age. 
Important station bulletins will 
soon be issued by the departments 
of chemistry, veterinary science 
and horticulture respectively. 
The professor of c i v i l engineering 
has had h i s class at work in mak­ 
ing a survey and 
plat 
of the 
grounds with a view of having a 
permanent plan to serve as a guide 
in the improvement and develop 
ment of the college site. 
Mr. Gideon, an assistant in the 
mechanical 
engineering 
depart­ 
ment, has recently 
been elected 
: superintendent of manual training 
I in the public schools of Columbus, 
1 Ga., and lias resigned here and left 
I for that place. 
Mr. \V. C. Martin, assistant sta- 
j tion chemist, has been granted a 
year’s leave of absence to study at 
the Boston Institute of Technology. 
His place has been supplied for the 
year by Dr. N. Fraenckel of New 
York City. 
The discipline and military bear­ 
ing of the corps of cadets have been 
greatly improved under the able 
guidance of Captain Avery of the 
United States army.
